Baltimore, Nov. LI.— M. E. Stowo 
tonight shot his wife Julia and then 
himself in the southern portion of tlio 
city. They were taken to Maryland 
University Hospital where Mrs. Siowc 
was found' to be shot through the head 
from the effects of which sh'? died in a 
short time. Stowe was shot in tlui face. 
His wound is not necessarily fatal. He 
left a long and incoherent letter address- 
ed to the jiublic in which be said that 
for twenty years be had .lived in hell, 
because of a deceitful wifrs and mother- 
in-law, but now that his two eldest 
daughters had been led astray and his 
'home was about to bo broken up, ho 
could stand it no longer, and niaclc u|) 
his mind to put an end to hia troubles. 
He requested his friends to take ciuc 
of hia little ones and put them where 
they can be piojiei'Iy raised, anil where 
none of his wife's relations can have 
anything to do with llieni. Stowe lius 
the reputation of being a sober, indus- 
trious man, and has aiwavs ))rovideil 
for the wants of his family. He has been 
married twenty years and bas nine 
children, ranging from 17 months to 18 
years. 

ENGLAND. 
Ni-w York, Nov. Li. — Tho Herald's 
London correspondent says of the Oole- 
ridge-Adams libel suit, which was re- 
cently settled: The terms are as fol- 
lows: In relation to cause of action, it 
shall bo left to some person of emin- 
ence to be mutually agreed upon, to de- 
tormino whether any con)])ensation 
shall be paid to Adams, and if so in 
what amount. Bernard Coleridge, while 
unreservedly withdrawing the charges 
made, states most positively that he 
made theni in good faith.

Fair comrnant and criticiam upon ;my 
■ubjeot 19 healthy, and in no case inuro 
BO, perhaps, tbaa in politics; but whun 
the critic is so governed by a desire to 
aeDsare that all honest oonaiderationa m c 
^rendered aubaervient to it, then that 
"critic evolves into r qiiGi'uloua fiiultlinder 
who views evBryLhinx witli a jaundiced 
gaze and whoao uttcninccs are marked by 
wilful niisropresentation. It is whilo in 
•thU condition that an evening contcm- 
iwrary complains of our suggestion that h 
poctioa of the government rcaurvo in 
Burrard Inlot section bo thrown opiiii to 
•ale at public auction; conipluiua of such 
bein)( done now, simply Iuhihusu it was 
not done almost immediately after tho 
reserve had boon placed on tlio lands. To 
have sold the hinda or tiio greater portion 
of them thou would have'hoeu merely in 
the interestof a fenr speculators who would 
have held the land fur the very same rua- 
■oibthat the government has held it — to 
•uablo them to treat with the Canadian 
Pacific railway with a view to tho exten- 
sion of its line to that point — the only 
difference being that thoy (tho apotuila- 
tors) would have manipulated solely in 
their own interest, while the ijoverninent 
has dune so in that of the general public. 
If our aforesaid contemporary or any of 
ilt supporters would have been specially 
benefited by tho placing of Ihese land» in 
the market before the movements of the 
railway company weiu aaaurcd, tho guv 
ernment's action in so obstinately retain- 
ing tho said lands until they became iui> 
valaable for the said would-be spuculatora 
to monopolize must have been very gall- 
ing, and will, to some extent, account for 
the evident bitterneaa of spirit now 
evinced. As it is, tho reserve ia atill hold 
by the govornmont — by the people — 
which being thoref ,re in a position to 
offer auflioient induceiuonts in the way of 
granting; tho company land for sidings, 
iheds and other necessary buildings, will 
bo tho means of not only bringing tho 
line to English Bay, lifteen miles nearer 
to Victoria, but of imparting to tho re- 
maining; portion of tho reserve an di-tiuil 
value, in place of tho former sik'culat ir,' 
one. Nay, further, had that reserve lieen 
lifted two months after it had been placed 
(as advised by tho evening oontemporary) 
th^greed of private holders would proba- 
bly Itave boon prohibitive to the exten- 
aion of the line, and the lands have re- 
mained at their normal value of §1 per 
acre. There will be no buying a pin in 
a poke now, for when the IrinJa are phiced 
on the market, purchasers will know what 
and for what they are bidding; aud the 
■ales, whatever figures they may n.Mch, 
will be made on the basis of a solid cer- 
tainty — than which no stronger guarantee 
of high prices could bo given. Here, 
then, will bo two results of the govern- 
ment's action in having reserved tho 
lauds. The closer proximity uf tho tei- 
minuB to Victoria by iifcedn indes and 
the largest possible sum netted for the 
public purse. Let him who honestly can, 
■ay that bettor could have been done.

IlepriL'vc.s wlifii mily 
delaying the day of retribution aif peilia[is 
but cruel mercy; but aueh gave him Imm^ci- 
time to prepare fur eternity than w.is v.nich- 
safed by him to bin victim Sfilt, in- 
to the many others for wluis.- d-allis 
he was solely responsible, it was wimig 
that the question of his life or death shuiild 
have been made a political issue, and 
wiclced that he should h-ivo been held up 
as a religious martyr and a siitlVriiig re- 
deemer of hia nation's wrniiga. The 
governor-genoral-in council has dune well 
to withhold tho exerciao uf hia preroga- 
tive in the matter of the law's extreme 
penalty; and, even as it has been, t ie 
delays in the execution of the .xi nienct' 
have exhibited a hesitancy on the piu-t uf 
tho govornmont which it could have 
spared itself. It heaitalod, becau^e if 
the sentence were carried out the 
bulk of its French Oanadiaii supp irt 
w.ould be lost 'a- it, while on the other 
hand, if ill-ad vised clemency were 
oitoiided, the (Jrangemen aiul (thtr 
political bodies would have nevur resii-ii 
until the conservatives svore oii-<led I'runi 
powor. Thus hetwi'i'ii Soylla and Charyb 
dis, but one loop-hole was left — to let tho 
law take its course — and this Hiternative 
was finally adopted. For the dealh of 
many a bravo volunteer wim left hia 
•astern province never to rel urn — fur the 
devastation of many a pe.iceful iinrlliwest 
home and tho culd bluodud murder of its 
occupants, was Louis lliel directly aii- 
■werabla to God and man, itinl a fitting 
epitaph ovur his grave would bo: 

"Lie heavy 011 lihii, earth, lor ho

T!KniR.\nK, Nov. lC.--C''ol. Djulaiitch. 
commanding Timok division, drove the 
liulgarians from the entreiichnieuts at Kit-la 
and captured one liundred prisoui-rs. The 
total Servian loss is two olHeors, lifty men 
and 200 wounded. Dllicial report fioin 
Col. Ueueckj- says that after a brilliant 
charge the Servians carried four Bulgarian 
redoubts beyond Tsaribrod. Col. Djuk- 
uitoh with the Timok division has taken 
Kieln. The Servian troops continue ad- 
vancing everywhere <|ud have captured 100 
prisoners. The Servians have lost 200 
wouuded aud 50 killed. A groat battle iM 
now being fought in thi' direction of Drago- 
man. 

After desperuto figlitiug yesterday the 
Servian troops occupied the position at 
Itaptcha. The losses on both sides are 
heavy. This victory ha.s enabled the Ser- 
vians to turn the wry diflicult aud rooky 
gorge of Dragoman pass, aud the liulgarians 
after a guUaut resistauco retreated to Slio- 
uitza where an important eogagement is 
expected to take place to-day which will 
probably decide the tato of Sofia.

ENGLAND. 

LoNUON, Nov. It). — -Turkey has ordered 
•200,000 tons of coal at Newcastle, to bo 
delivered in six weeks, and has sent 
?150,0U0 to Hungary for thu purchase of 
additional artillery. 

The daily newspapers in their editorials 
on the Bulgaria-Servian war are unani- 
mous in condemning Servia, and express 
groat anxiety as to the future of the Bal- 
kans. 

The Pall Mall (Jazotte .'iays: Baron Da 
Lorrae, quoted recently in American 
uewspapera as inforinint; several lending 
American capitalists that the emperor of 
China was anxious to have .Americans 
build railways in Chiiia, is known in ICng- 
lish ollicial circles, and the atatoinont that 
China authorized any negol iatiens with a 
view to the construction of a railway in 
that country is wholly discredited. 

A motion opprovin^ of the Bettloment 
between Mr. Adams and Lord Chief Jus- 
tice was heard to-day. Lord Colerigo 
concedes the demands uf Mr. Adams, and 
the agreement ia signed on the desired 
terms. 

The effect of tho war news to-day in 
various financial circles was depressing to 

values. Tho bourse at Vienna waa weak, 
and prices at tho close showed iin import- 
lint decline as compared with clu.sing 
prices on .Saturday. At Paris tho bourse 
was unsettled during' tho greater part of 
the day but closed with a bettor foaiing. 
The Berlin bourse was very weak, and 
closing quotations show a further general 
decline uf one per cent. .-Vt Loniloii the 
stuck exchange waa Hat, but closed strong- 
er on tho belief that tiio war A'ill bo local- 
i/.ud.

'I'he Electric liiifht— -Proposed 
Iinprovcfiient. 

To THK Eiuroit: — "It raiueth on 
the just and on the uiiuat." During 
the dark -winter nights all will bu 
intoroatod in hsving sufficient light/ 
to keep them out uf tho mud and 
water. ..The subject of street illumination 

now before our council, who will doubt- 
less settle it as tho majority of tho people 
desire. As to tho roapoctivo merits of 
cluster lights on ma.sts and single lights 
the experience of all in A''ictoria tells 
them that the great fault of tha mast 
lamps is in the lieavy shadows. High up 
in the air they throw their bright light a 
long distance and on the illuminated side 
of the atreet tho result is good; but the 
opposite side in the shadow seems blacker 
than ever. Govornineiit, Yutea atid 
Blanchard aro well lit up, but even theso 
are far from perfect.^ Betwooa tho light 
and tho sidewalk an awning, a tree, or 
oven a signboard intervenes, and there it 
ia dark. The only remedy for this is to 
place tho lighta below tho awnings which, 
with the usual ground-glass shades, would 
not be at all objectionable to the eyes, 

To illustrate thu other system, let us 
for th* moment (the mast lights being 
taken down) locate the singls lights in 
ditlorent parts of the city, hanging them 
on arms tenor twelve feet above the side- 
walk altornatoly on each side of tho street, 
ono at each of the following corners, be- 
ginning at tho north; At the fountain, 
Douglas aud tiuooii's avenue, John street 
(hy tannery), Constance and Rock bay 
bridge, Blanchard and Pembroke, Chat- 
ham and Cook, North Park and Quadra, 
Chambers and Pandora, Amelia, Discov- 
ery and Store, Herald and Government, 
Douglas and Chatham, Douglas and Fia- 
gard, Douglas and Pandora, Government 
and Cominorcial, Johnson and Store, 
.lohnaon aud Uriental, Johnson and 
Broad, Johnson and Blanchard, Johnson 
and Vancouver, Yates and wharf, Yates 
and Government, Yates and Douglas, 
Yates and Quadra, Yates and Cook, Yatea 
and Fort, Fort and Mass, Fort and Van- 
couver, Fort and C,>uadra, Fort and Doug- 
las, View and Blanchard, Trounce and 
Broad, Fort and Oovorninent, Whurf and 
Bastion, Wharf and Humboldt, Brough- 
ton, Humboldt and Government, Church- 
way and Victoria crescent, Burdett and 
Quadra, Humboldt aud McOlure, Collin- 
aun and Kuport, Cook and Fairfield, 
Birdcage and Michigan, Menzies and 
Quebec, Menzies and Superior, Menzies 
and Simcoo, Bollviewand Oswego, Kings- 
ton and Montreal, near outer wharf. 

Plere are (ifty lights which will illumine 
nearly all the city. Tlio masts at present 
curry clusters of in all about twenty 
lights; where can live inoro musts hu [lut 
which will give with those at present as 
much real needed light as the fifty dis- 
tributed as above'/ "The single lights will 
cost no more and will require very little 
if any more electricity than if hung in 
groups on poles, ivith single lamps low 
ilown the light will nut bo wasted in Ei- 
c|uimalt, heaven and people's back yards, 
'iheii, both aides of tho streets can be 
lighted. This to the city la an important 
matter. 

Evening travelers now coiiaidor 
themaolveb fortunate and satifiied if but 
one aide uf tho street ia lighted. But 
what of our police! There are people in 
this place who consider there is no butter 
game for their sarcasm than our police- 
men, and say that the whole lot from the 
chief down should be replaced; but thoy 
do not consider the dilticuhiea with which 
uiir midnight prutoctura have to contend. 
When aonie eiitorprismg burglar is caught 
a-burgluig, or they find some cut-throat 
engaged in crime they give chase; the 
man dodges over to the black side of the 
street, and, as to being captured, is as 
safe as in Egypt on account on tho similar 
darkness. Notice that burglary a few 
nights ago in tho neighborhood of Doug- 
las and .Juhnson street corner. Two 
plicemon were on the spot at tho alarm, 
lleault: No light, no burglar, only some 
cuts and bruises on tho policeman receiv- 
ed by falling near the roadside over some 
old rubbish invisible in the dark. Take 
any of our pruininent streets but Yates 
and ( lovern inenta and say what ia to pre- 
vent a dark lantern, the shiny end uf a 
revolver and a grutf voice from robbing 
you! For bo suru that ia all you will 
know of it. You see nothing but that 
liery eye and pur.uiiisivo muzzle, nor can 
you recugtiix-) them iu thu morning; you 
lay your money gently on the sidewalk 
and are glad to leave the haunted spot; 
the shadow picks it up and goes his way 
also. You would need policemen Stationed 
less than ten feet distant to prevent that 
kind of funny business, and the best to 
be got would be trained blind inon. The 
fact is that, on account of tho refraction 
of this electric light, every intervening 
object will create an intense snadow, nor 
will the rays bend and refract like sun- 
light, and with a fifty million caudle 
power electric light it would atill be as 
dark in tho shadow. Tho only way to 
get over tho dilliculty is by placing iiiihta 
on bulh aides, it being tho object not to 
increaee the powor of the light but to 
diminish the shadow by a good distribution 
of lumps. 

This is not the only system that has 
tried tho mast system, else it might bo 
well in tho interoBt uf science to continue. 
Otiier ])l;ices have tried them and aban- 
doned them in disgust, using them only to 
illiiiiiino aome open sijuare or park. It 
would bo well; therefore, to consult tho 
e.xperienco of other citioa .and profit by 
the w.ay thoy wasted their money before 
couiuiitting the people to u system which 
so far has proved itself so nearly ueoleiii.

The Coaiity Court. 

To THE Editou:— This county court, in 
other words the "small debts courts," is 
ill-adapted aa at present constituted to 
facilitate the recovery of amounts owing. 
Its better title would be a court to enable 
lawyers to receive extravagant fees from 
unfortunate suitors. Doubtleas because 
of this state of things many a creditor 
puts up with a loss rather than incur the 
danger oi being mulcted in its expenses. 

Suppose, now, for instance, a man owes 
me $20. Well, I employ a lawyer and 
the case comes on for hearing. I'he ver- 
dict is in my favor; but tho debt, with 
costs of this lawyer, will now swell tho 
amount into more than double tho origi- 
nal figure, making it, perhaps, an impua- 
sibility for tho debtor now to liijuidate it 
and may be leaving me with the costs to 
pay, besides losing my $20. But suppose 
the defendant employs a lawyer and con- 
tests the case, and the verdict ia against 
me, there may be a call upon mo to pay 
some £50 or §00 in my attempting to gain 
the $20 owing. 

Perhaps it may be said, then, why not 
bo your own lawyer, or else employ an 
agent; but I havo often observed tho 
court regards with apparent aversion any 
one there appearing, except one of the le- 
gal fraternity, and should any suitor, 
either by himself or as repreaented by an 
agent, thus appear, he would aoon discover 
such to bo the case. 

I put these thoughts of mine upon this 
mattw before the public in the hope that 
some one better able will take it up, for 
in the past I havo experienced the incon- 
venience of tho state of things here allud- 
ed to. 

A cr^unty court for the recovery of small 
sums is properly the "people's" court, 
giving cheap and frequent facilities for 
getting redresa; wliercaa our county court 
as at present in operatiou ia an institution 
with all tho cumbrous associations, costs, 
delays, and formalities of tho supreme 
court, accompanied with the very objec- 
tionable anomaly of a supreme court 
judge on such petty matters; while from 
these county court sittings being held only 
once n month, there ia often such an ac- 
cumulation of cases that tronchoa upon 
hia valuable time, invulvini; hours of de- 
lay for suitors, who, perhapa, after wait- 
ing a whole day have to submit to the 
vexatious aniioyance.of postponement to 
another day. ' E. S.

KE DIES WITH FIRMNESS, 

And necliiics to lUnke a 
, Spcccli. 

Ills Death Apparently PaiU' 
less.

RKoiffA, N. \V. T. , Nov. IG. — Louis 
David lliel was executed un the scatTold 
at the barracks of tho mounted police 
force near this city for high treason 
against tho Queen of Grout Britain at 
8:23 o'clock' this morning, mountain limo. 
The aaiyo extraordinary precaution against 
the possible escape of Jiiol by tho intru- 
sion into the barracks of unauthorized 
persons was observed again this morning. 
At a mile from the barracks mounted pa- 
trols ohallenged all persons and compelled 
them to disclose written passes. Two 
other lines of guards wore stationed at 
points iiuaror tho post, where tho same 
precautions wore again observed. No one 
was permitted to tenter the guard-rooms 
until 8.12 o'clock. Tho scene presented 
then was that of 

RIKI, O.S' TlIK .SCAKKOIU, 

with Pero Andre and Father McWilliams 
with him, celebrating mass. Riel waa on 
his bended knees wearing a loosu woolen 
Burtout, gray.ttowsers, and woolen shirt. 
On his feet were moccasins, the only 
feature of hia dress that partook of tho 
It]dian blood that was in him. Ho re-Si 
coived tho notice to proceed to tho scaf- 
fold in tho same composed manner shown 
on the preceding night on receiving warn- 
ing of his fate. Uis face was of full 
color, and he appeared lu have complete 
solf-poasession, responding to the service 
in a clear tone. Tho prisoner decided only 
a momont before starting for tho ncafl'uld 
not to make ;i Hix'i ch. This was owiny to 
the i-uriiL'st solicitiitions of both the priests 
attendiny him. He "lisjjjlnyed an iucHuii- 
tiou nt thii last momout to makd im address 
but I'ere .\ndro 

r.KMlNllKl) UIM OK ins I'l'.O.MISK 

and ho -thfu arose and wulkuil toward the 
executioner repeating his prayers to tho 
last moment. Thu tinul wortls I'scapiug 
him being "Merci, .lesu." lie died willi- 
out u struggli'. Only twenty per- 
sons were pei-iuitteil within the eontines of 
the barracks to witness tho o-Kecutioii, auil 
it was certainly performed with decorum 
and dispatch. His body was taken in 
charge by tho coroui-r, Una the verdict us- 
ual to nil state executions was rendered. 

SKOOND DISIWTCFI. 
The scatFold had been eroeted with the 
contracted enclosure iiuinediatoly in the 
roar guardhouse and tho only view of 
which was through a window immediately 
under the rafters. Thu Inst sacrament 
was taken by the condemned man within 
the guardhouse proper and near tho open- 
ing which led to tho scafTuld. lie re- 
sponded to Latin prayer.s with a full clear 
voice on bonded knees. Wlien the mo- 
ment came for him to rise and have his 
hands and arms pinioned he kept looking 
up steadily, repeating the prayers. He 
then walked through the contracted room 
and down tho narrow stairway with his 
face turned away from the fow civilians 
and s jldiere who stood about the doorway. 
When ho was about to take hia place on 
the trap the deputy aherifF asked if he had 
anything to say. He turned to hia con- 
fe'eaor, Pero Andre, and iiuiuired, "Shall 
I not say a few words!" "No," (juickly 
respond'ed tho priest, ''Miike this lasit 
sacrifice and you will bo rewarded." Jliel 
turned and remarked, "1 have nothing 
more to say." There was aomo delay in 
adjusting the noose, but Biel did not 
remark upon it, atd as the white cop waa 
closed over him ho was to ho heard dis- 
tinctly prayiug. buring the night Pore 
Andre urged on hiin nut to attempt an 
address on the acatlold and suggested a 
reprieve might atill boon tho way; but 
this idea Riel repelled. Ue said ho knew 
his 

IIOUK HAD (.'OMR, 
!!!!d ihit he r;v,s not oiily prepared but he 
could not have any other way as nothing 
but the alternative of prison for 
life awaited him death was preferable. 
During the night he addressed a letter to 
hia mother and sister. Ilo added a codicil 
to his will apecifyiiig that ho duairod his 
body to be laid beside his fathor's in St. 
Boniface, at Winnipeg, which reijuest will 
bo carried out, Peru Andre going tlioro 
with hia remains in a few day.s. Uis body 
was buried beneath the sea Hold. lie 
prayed almost constantly. Lie prayed 
for his friends in tho United States and 
again for hia friends in tjuebec. Ho 
prayed for hia lawyers, speakmg of their 
clforta in going to Kngland in hia l)ohalf. 
Tho attending father aaid it waa 
hia duty to pi'ay for his eueniics. hie re- 
nliod, "That isao," and at once began

but in his prayer ho asked that the gov- 
ernment might soon be relieved from bin 
rule, tie partook of a light repast at 11 
o'clock, and ate nu breakfast, which caused 
him to show at one time signs of faint- 
nesa; but he afterward)? uunipletoly re- 
covered from this and displayed no oii'ort 
in mounting the ladder. Hia deaili was 
pronounced an easy one. During tho 
early hours of tho morning he galhertd 
up all papers which covered his desk, em- 
bodying the supp'.sod visions he had seen 
and hia pro[)ortiea, and asked tho oflicor 
of the guard tu bo allowed to dnatroy 
thorn. This was allowed, and he carried 
them to the open atoveand threw them in, 
watching until the flames devoured them, 
He then returned to his coll and hia de- 
votiona. 

It would be difficult at this time to 
gauge

clearly in the Northwest as to Riel. Tho 
e.'spressed views are almost ontiroly un- 
favorable to him, and ihu half-breeda are 
unusually silent on the subject. A ma- 
jority of the resident population believed 
he deserved death, and this is undoubt- 
edly tho case in Manitoba and here, 
where he was tried. There was somo e.x- 
pression of sympathy. The hanging of the 
ten Indian chiefs for atrnoitios committed 
in the rebellion, in ouch Ciise for murder 
committed, will close the book of crim- 
inal proceedings growing 'Out of the 
Northwest rohoUion. The executioner of 
Riel waa a man named Jack Honderson, 
who was o ouptivo of Riel in tho roboUion 
of 1870. 

THIRD DISPATCH. 
Rp.diNA, Nov. 10. — Rev. Oharlea H. 
McWillianiB, who assisted Father Andre 
in his attendance on Riel during his last 
hours, and was a classmate of the. rebel 
at Montreal college in J8C0, is firm in the 
belief that Kiel .was insane and so ex- 
preaaed himaolf tu the roprescntativo of 
the Associatod Press to-day. In this ba« 
lief he addressed a letter last Monday to 
the governor-general, citing hia tirm con- 



viction and stating that while ho believed 
Riel a dangeroua person and one who 
should be confined for life, he expressed 
the view tliat if tho sentence of death 
slnuld be carried out

of His Excellency Lord Lansdowne and 
his immediate advisers. He addressed a 
similar letter to Sir John Macdonald, 
premier of Canada. Rev. McWilliama 
has in .his possession a series of letters 
written by Riel within the past ten days, 
which Hdrvea u5 5 partial index to his 
character and his claim to being a patriot, 
likewise a prophet. Eiel's handwriting is 
bold and moderately regular. The fol- 
lowing letter was written to the reverend 
gentleman by Riel: 

IIeoina, Nov. !). — For a:!.sisting to alle- 
viate wrongs of my countrymen, I am to be 
— but I will not say it. Por having done 
all I could to bettor the condition of tho 
people at large aa an aboriginal, as an 
American and lis o prophet, will 1 lose my 
life. Louis "Daviu" IUki,. 

Twenty minutes before be went to the 
acatlold ho wrote tho following in French. 
This was bis final missive: "What there is 
too presamptaoas in my writings I must 
say that by their presents I subordinate it 
entirely to the good pleasure of my God, to 
the doctrine of the church and to the infal- 
lible docisiona of tho supreme pontilf. I 
dio a Catholic in tho one only true faith." 

Momber.s of the Northwest council are 
now in session here, but as a rulo uro not 
willing to prognosticate a probabli" ell'ect o( 
tho death H[)OU tho hiilfbreed.s or the coun- 
try generally. One of the haltbreeil mem- 
bers said that bis countrymen uudinihtodly 
symputhized with their leader, and woukl 
continue to do .so doubly now that ho was 
dead. It i.s declared thi.s afternoon that the 
govenimuut will probably not allow hia 
body to bo removed to Winnipeg through 
fear of a demoimtration which might possi- 
bly bo made by the halfbreeds at hi-s fun- 
eral.

In conversation with somo old In- 
dians afterwards Mr. Morrow wiia told that 
there was a tribal tradition that mauy years 
ago several huge water snakes wero often 
seen in the lake aud that the forefathers of 
the Indiana now living wore in tho the habit 
of Bhootiug arrows into them. If the pres- 
ence of a veritable Ror]}ent iu Cowichan 
lake should be demonstrated what an at- 
traction for tourists the lake would become; 
and a price would probably be set ou tho 
head of any man who should otter to harm 
one of the remarkable oreaturea. 



Supreme Court. 

(IlL-toro Sir .Vatt. .M. negbic, Knik'lit, Chief Justii.-u.) 

Jones & Williams vs. Victoria Theatre 
Compaii}', limited — Mr. Theodore Davie, 
pursuant to leave reserved at tho trial, 
moved to set aside the verdict for tho 
plaintiffs for 1^520 rendered in this matter 
on the 10th instant and to enter anon 
suit in lieu thereof, on the grounds' that 
the parties v;cre governed by the contract 
which made Mr. Apponji, tho architect, 
sole judge of tho auflicioncy of tho work; 
t lat hia diesatisfection was a bar to any 
action, and that in any event the plain- 
tills were^ooncluded by his measurement 
of the work done, which measurement 
showed that under any circumstances §82 
only could bo claimed by jjlaintilfa.

Qi KUKO, Nov. 10. — Tho excitement ii 
alnic-at beyond rustraint. Flags was 
hoisted ill half mast upon tho Canadian 
oflico, aud some Engliali speaking citizens 
who felt aggrieved ut this came nae,r to 
boing ruuj<lily handled. Flag* are decked 
with mourning emblems, and many men 
have crape ou their hataand around their 
coat sleeves. It would be hard to tell 
what tho result will be. To-night 200 or 
;iO0 atudoiits, with their friends, hnvo 
boon marching on the st'-eet, shouting 
"Glury til Riel," and cursing t)ran>ienien. 
Crowds are gathered near Sir Hector 
Livngeviu'B house in St. Louia atraet, and 
it is feared they intend mischief in that 
quarter. Tho police, however, are pa- 
trolling in largo nuinburs, and hand- 
billa have boon liiatributed to all passers- 
by, calling on them lu meet to-night. 
These bills are head«d in large letters 
and read as follows:

The triumph of Orangomon over Catho- 
lics and h'retich Cniiadiana.

Un- 
derneath this picture were French inacrip- 
tiona, sienifying "Traitor," "Hangman," 
etc. Theio ia a movement afoot to have a 
reijuioni mass celebrated in all the Cath- 
olic churches throughout the provinces 
nost Monday for the repuse of Riel'a aoul,

It is in oiVect a mutual improve- 
lueut society, especially from a real estate 
point of view. Many men pay rent who by 
Joining this society wuuKl be enabled to buy 
a property ov build :i house to suit them- 
solvos. 

This i.s accomplislied by every sharehold- 
er paying in ."lU couts ])ih- week on each 
.sbaro he holds (and two shares is the limit) 
and when the niuuey thus ]iaid iu has 
iimonnted to .'rUlOU, il is drawn for, and tho 
uiember owning the niiuibex' drawn get* hili 
SlUOO. He iiuiuediutely bcgiUH to poy it 
buck at tlie rate of i?S.3;j per moUth Or $100 
per year so that he has 10 years in which to 
pay the money back. Ho has the u.se of 
the 1000 dollars for 1(1 years for nothing, 
having uo interest to pay. The .-ioeifty dif- 
fers from most other.s iu this; that every 
•ihareholder must sooner or Inter draw the 
money; it is only a matter of who comes 
Orst. 

In tho meantime all the money juiid in is 
perfectly safe, though bi-ariug iirj iiitcrest, 
orcopt that wliich accrues in tin' S.iviugs 
bank while the ^ilOUO is acciunulatiug, 
which goes iuto the general fund. If a 
member ia lato iu drawing he has the .less 
to repay after getting his appropriation.

sharoholderj assembled. Tho box con- 
taining the numhors is turned until they 
are thoroughly mixud, and then ono is 
drawn out by somo boy, blindfolded for 
the purpose. Tho owner of tho number 
drawn can imiuediatoly receive the §1,000, 
on the society boing satisfied with tho se- 
curity. Children and minors can hold 
(hares with the coiisout of their p.irenta 
or guardians, lioth secretary and Irea- 
furer furnish bonds for the proper per- 
formance of tlioir duties, and the buaineaa 
of the society ia managed by a board of 
directors, olooted annually by tho mem- 
bers, tho preaent board boing Mr. John 
M. Read, president, and Moaars. N. 
Shakeapoare, M. P., (i. Carleton, T. 
Bamford and Wm. A. Calhoun. 

The society has ovi.r 100 members and 
has loaned out S^lHiO which is now beiug 
paid back at the rate of §'20 per month. 
Many a man fritters away fifty cents a week 
which, if invested iu this society, would 
bring him the loan of SlOUl) without inter- 
est for 10 yeara. 

Many other men could pay SI or.'iU cents 
per week into this society and never miss 
it. but they would be assisting prudent men 
in ostabliahing homes of their owu and be- 
ooiuiug permanent residents, while at the 
same time they take the chance of drawing 
the $1000 or S'200U theiusi-lves, which every 
member must, souie tiiuo draw, from the 
nature of the organization.

heard la calm weather. If the jiassagea 
through which the air is exhaled uru de- 
■troyed, the Osh, it is claimed by its 
liunters, will rise immediately to the snv- 
facei'If not,' and the air Is exhaled, he 
sinks to the bottom and remains there, as 
does a humm' body, until the formatiou 
ot the gases bring biui to the surfaca lu 
■warm -weather ho is expected to rise iu 
tour days, in the cold water of winter it 
may be tea days or mora before he conies 
to the surface. 

Meantime the steamer does not wait for 
him. She is oil in i)ursuil of fresh game, 
and aims to return about the time he is 
due above water. Wlieii recovered, 
marks on tho bomb sullico for idontilica- 
tiou if there are opposing claims of own- 
ership. It is an unwritten law that any 
coasting vessel finding a dead whale adrift 
(and they often di'ift many miles from 
■where thoy are shot) shall moor him, and 
notify the flrsi whaling steamer that is 
mot, or the nearest whaling station. For 
this service It is usnal to pay so that 
the small coasters [living up and down 
the New ICuglaud coast have an iacentive 
to keep a sharp lookouL On uotii'c, the 
atoame'r promptly heads fortlie whale and 
tows him to the oil worlcs, often a Iniig 
and hard pull in rough water with u gn-jit 
seventy, foot hulk dragging like so iiuicli 
dead weight astern. 

But many a whale siipiioai'd to Iiavi! re- 
ceived his quietus at the hands of tlicse 
dynamiters of the seas Is never lieavd from 
again. lie may be driven by gales far to 
HCU, out of the tiack of coasting vs.^sols. 
Or the bomb may not have touched a vi- 
tal part, and beyond tho sensation of h;iv 
Ing a pretty sharpo twinge iu some part of 
his system, the whale is none tho worse 
for it. Usually one or two bombs are 
fatal But one tough old whale took an 
allopathic dose of eight this .season, witli" 
no more effect upon him than so many 
bread pills. 'I'liis is cvjiensive for tho 
dynamiters, wlien bombs are cosiing f^'.i 
each.

Old miners liave a great respect for thu 
rata of the lower levels. Tlley neither 
kill tho ruis nor.suffer them to be killed 
by green haiida In the lirst lace, were 
•there no other reason, a dead rat left iiu- 
der ground would scent up a whole level, 
aad. in the second place, the liviug rats de- 
vour any bones, scraps of meat, or frag 
meats of other food left in the mines, 
'wUcb- would, by their decay, vitlutu the 
air.': gtsnmlly hot and unpleasant at best. 
Jta^ also'give a warning when a cave is 
about to occur. They fuel the pressure of 
the settling ground even before tlu; crack- 
ing of .the timber is heard, and come forth 
upon the floor and scamper uneasily about 
by scores. For these and other reasons 
the minen have a friendly feeling toward 
the rats, fet.i.'.ng and protecting theni. In 
nearly every niino the men Imvo'onc or 
more of tho little animals as r- s, and 
these are quite tamo, coming out of their 
holes to be fed at lunch time. 

AVhen rats come into a new drift or 
crosscut it is considered a good sign— it is 
thought to mean that the mine will strike 
ore. Till other day whin the Jieii were 
at work on tho face of a new cro.'scul on 
the 2,700 level of the tierra Nevada mine, 
a rat came in to them, traveling along tho 
line of tho compressed air iiiiie. When 
the little rodent was seen some of the new 
hands wmtcd to kill it, br the old 
miners would not allow it to be Iiiut. 
They said it would bring lu^k to the 
crosscut. So they lixed up iu the roof of 
the drift a box as a liousc for ilie rat, and 
placed food near at hand, In oid r thai it 
micht find its new quarters i)rofilal)le as 
well as comfortable. Tbcro is ii. 3I1 talk 
among the miners about the coming of 
this rat, and the men in the now (;ro.«seut 
are very proud of it and have hi^di hopes 
on account of its presence.
